We have 
ever been among the foreinost advocates of secular education among Jews who 
have not hitherto enjoyed this great blessing. But it is one thing to-contribute 
large sums towards the instruction of poor Jews in barbarous and semi-civilised 
countries, who have neither the means nor the power to establish schools without 
extraneous help ; and quite another thing to do the same for Jews living in a 
civilized land, such as Austria, where the Government itself should be respon- 
sible for the training of the children of all denominations. If the Jews in the 
dominions of the Emperor Francis Joseph far outnumber the Jews In England, 
there. are many more wealthy men among them, such as the * Gold-Darons of 
Vienna, and the extensive manufacturers and employers of labour in many parts 
of Austria-Hungary, who are in the possession of princely fortunes. They are 
well able to second the efforts of the Alliance in its endeavours to purge ee 
of its many hundreds of Chedarim, and to provide better schooling for Jewis 

children, with the co-operation of the Government. We have as little right to

With this may be compared the error in an unauthorised German 
translation of Mr. Israel Davis’s biography of Sir Moses: ‘ He took wine with 
Nelson’s Lady Hamilton at supper,” becomes “ Er trank ein glas wein mit Nel- 
scn; speiste zu nacht mit Lady Hamilton” (he drank wine with Nelson ; supped 


with Lady Hamilton). 


It appears from some of Mr. Rassam’s discoveries that the cuneiform litera- 
ture extends to a much more recent date than has usually been imagined. Some 
tablets now at the British Museum bear inscriptions dating from 29 p.c. The 
indigenous studies of Chaldaan were prosecuted after the Persian conquest—a 
circumstance which could not have been without its influence upon the Jews who 
had been carried away from Palestine to Babylonia. The better side of that 
influence cannot easily be traced, but there can be no doubt that the exiles who 
returned brought back with them many superstitions. These were re-inforced at 
a later period, when the self-banishment of the Jews from Palestine after the 
final downfall of the nationality brought many into renewed contact with Chal- 
dean thought. The districts about the Euphrates and the Tigris were long the 
cradle of superstition. First it took the form of Assyrian and Babylonian idol- 
atry, to be succeeded in later times by Magianism. The influence of this super- 
stition on the Jewish mind is to be discerned in many a passage in the Talmud 
and the Midrashim. The Rabbins amused themselves with discussions about 
demonology in the intervals of more severe debates. According to them the air 
was charged with evil spirits, and any number could. find accommodation on the 


point of a pin. Many a Talmudical doctor had the names of the whole hicrarchy 
of demons at his fingers’ ends. [t would be a mistake, however, to take au sériews - 


every passage in the Talmudic literature which refers to such snibjects.. Very

The versions of 
Raphael and De Sola, and of Barclay,as our contemporary contends, give a very in- 
adequate idea of the Mishna asa whole. “ Is not the time come when the Enelish 


reader might be put face to face with some fairly representative translations of 


the Mishna with the accompanying commentaries and illustrations 2" We 
should be glad tu answer the appeal in the allirmative, but we cannot do so 
Without some hesitation. We doubt whether our contemporary’s reviewer really 
appreciates the vastness and difliculty of the work he suggests. What we have 
most to fear is that the task may be undertaken by incompetent hands. Hitherto 
the Rabbinic literature has suffered greatly from being presented in an English 


dress only by writers of doubtful impartiality or of even more doubtful scholar-. 


ship. If the alternative lies between translations and expositions of this character 
and the total ignorance of the Mishna that almost universally reigns in general 
literary circles, we must prefer the second alternative. None the less do we 
sincerely trust that a really competent Jewish scholar will be found to undertake 
the proposed edition.

MRS. BOOLE ON “BELIEVING AGNOSTICISM.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sir,—The welcome given in the pages of the Jewish Chronicle to my little 
attempt at pointing out to my Christian fellow teachers cerfain points at which 
Jews have the advantage over us, induces me to hope that some Jewish readers may 
be interested in a few additional details of my experience. Jews are, in one respect, 
like most other specially favoured children ; many of them are, i. a general sort of 
way, proud of their exceptional position ; but they seem hardly to realize all the 
Practical advantages of that position, or how much others suffer for lack of what 
they have inherited as a natural birthright. Nor do they always fully understand 
how much of the annoyance and persecution to which they are often exposed is the 
outcome of envy, 

During some years which I spent in a Ladies’ College, the problem forced itself 


‘02 me, why it is that Jewish girls so seldum, and Gentile girls (whether Christian 


on." infidel ”) so often, pass through crises of mental disturbance serious enough to 
interfere with study and to affect physical health, the key-note of which is “my 


telations don’t understand me,” or “Iam so worried at home,” The contrast was 


so striking that I was able to enlist the interest of several intelligent young ladies, 
both Jewish and Gentile, in the attempt to find an explanation of it ; and what lam 
about to say is the combined result of their observation and my own. 

Nothing can be more clear than that the explanation of the peculiarity which 
saves Jewish girls so much nervous tension is to be sought in the region of discipline 


rather than in that of hereditary temperament. No people seem on the whole more | 


unsatisfactory, more unfit to guide their own lives, or more unable to come to any 
understanding among themselves, than are many descendants of renegade Jews. Of 
course there. are many exceptions ; an intelligent man who has teen brought up 
under a healthy régime will often, while discarding the precise form in which that 
régime has been handed down to him, substitute, in the conduct of his own family, 
something which may ans-ver a similar purpose. But, as a general rule, in England 
at least, a yonng woman who has Jewish blood in her veins, and whose parents or 
grandparents have vaguely drifted away from the observance of Jewish customs, is 
a person to be pitied. I know few things more pathetic or which more remind one 
of the cry of a lost and bewildered child, than some of the confessions which have 


been made to me of life-long struggle against mental perplexities, ending with the 


information that the speaker was of Jewish descent, 

And indeed the “intelligent and wide-awake reposedness ’ which has so great 
an effect in diminishing in Jewish families the tendency to hysterical and emotional 
distractions, is obviously connected with the peculiar attitude towards the unknown, 
induced by a training in Jewish traditions, Even the least intelligent and least 
spiritual Jews with whom I have converse], seemed to have, not in their conscious 
thought, but all over their nervous systems, something of that characteristic which 
was said to make of Socrates the wisest man in Athens :—they'Znow that they do not 
know, This all-pervading ‘“ Agnosticism,” which takes different forms on different 
levels of culture, seems to be the basis of the Jewish shrewdness of which we hear 
so much, Whatever is, for the individual, the Unknowable, whatever lies out of the 
range of his interests and his real aptitudes, the typical Jew talks little about (and 
consequently he does not worry his children by insisting on their endorsing his 
peculiar opinions about things to which he has not given serious attention), and, on 
the other hand, when a Jew is talking of things of which he knows already a good 
deal, he seems always conscious that much remains to be learned, From the school- 
girl point of view, Judaism might almost be described as a state of society in which 
mothers and aunts don’t fancy they know everything. It seems to me that it would 
be difficult to over-estimate the possible influence of this factor in fostering the 
health and mental elasticity of the young; not only because it causes children to be 
less worried by the ignorant and often contradictory dogmatism of their elders, but 
heeause the children themselves so early catch the same spirit of reserve of judg- 
ment. It is sometimes observedamong us that “ good children are seldom as healthy 
as those who kave a strong will;’’ asif there were no alternative between the Scylla 
of a disorderly life and the Charybis of a mystical passivity, I fancy that it is less 
common among Jews than Gentiles to tin] young people who are bringing on them- 
selyes serious injury by contemptuous disregard of the laws of physical and meatal 
hygiene known to all who have reached middle life ; but on the other-hand, when 
Jewish children are “ good,’ it is not because of any such mystical virtuousness as 
iaterferes with the healthy development of the personal will, but because they are 
able to appreciate the fact that their elders know things which they do not know 
and which it is judicious not to disregard. 

My kind reviewer in the Jewish Chronicle defined Judaism as “ believing Agnos- 
ticism.” If he had described it as “ believing and consecrated Agnosticism,’ he would 
have summed up nearly all that Ihave to say. It seems to me impossible to doubt 
that the wise reserve in the presence of the Unknown, which makes Jewish parents 
disinclined to worry their children about metaphysical subtleties, and which gives 
to Jewish chiliren their peculiar form of unsentimental teachableness, is essentially 
the same quality which, raised to a higher level, has in all ages fittel Jewish 
thinkers to preserve a certain standard of order, logic, good sense, and strict adher- 
ence to truth, amid the general thought-hurricane of the Gentile world, and its 
charivari of religious vagaries,

FASTING, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ** JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sin,—My attention having been directed to your strictures in “ Notes of the 
Week ” of the 3rd inst., in the acconnt of Jewish fasting furnished by me to //ealth, 
may I, in justice to myself, be permitted a few explanatory lines. 

In the first place, the account itself was never written with the idea that it 
would Le published in the form in which it appeared, My experience on fasting 
was asked for, and I replied under the impression that the substantial facts would 
alone be utilised without any reference to my religious opinions, which, on the face 
of them, were intended as a private communication, The insertion of the letter 
in its entirety was an inadvertence, for I know that the author of the article would 
be the last to wittinely offend religious prejudices. The use of the term * bread- 
and-butter pudding,” in conjunction with the previous meat course was an error, 
as a matter of fact it should have read“ bread pudding,” anda courteous editorial 
note to that effect appears in the current number of //ealth, 

And now, that what were gratuitous irregularities have been explained, may I 


‘ask in what light the subject of fasting in a medical journal would be supposed to 


be treated? You remark that I “simply regard it froma physical, one might almost 
say an animal point of view.” As Z/calth is not a medium for the discussion of 
matters other than physical, my ‘“‘ animal” testimony was alone solicited, and pro 
bably most appropriately met the requirements of the paper. 

Regarding the meal, to which I ‘ unblushingly own,” consisting of soup, roast 
beef, and vegetables, pastry, dessert, and the ordinary fluid accompaniments, I 
really fail to see therein in what way a robust man of thirty outrages the laws of 
temperance or moderation, more especially when he is anticipating a fast of six and 
twenty hours, Hearty adults who live well dine as freely every day ; at publicor private 
dinners where numerous courses are served, they consume probably much more, and 
that, after two previous meals on the same mourning, I fancy that Jewish medical 
authority would, conscientiously, only go to support my menu as most thoroughly 
representatlve—unfortunately so, perhaps, but as the Ameriean humourist observed 
‘there's a deal of human nature in a man,”’ 

And probably, Sir, even so far as my motives for the observance of the fast are 
concerned, I do not stand alone. Intelligent religious thought is progressive. The 
modern Jew who reads and reflects cannot be wholly indifferent to the most advanced 
philosophy of his time, and of all who saecredly keep the Day of Atonement, he, per- 
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haps, is not the least typical who does it, “ not so much from religious conviction, 
as because such has been his religious education, and because he respects the occasion 
as a national festival of his race.”’

Sirk,—Mindfulof the rigid orthodoxy manifested by Dr. Guiseppe Levi, Chief 
Rabbi of Corfu, not only in matters appertaining to his particular sphere, but like- 
wise whenever identifying himself with civic events, I was somewhat startled by a 
statement contained in a late issue of your popular organ reflecting upon the nature 
of Dr, Levi's participation in the funeral obsequies of the above-named iate Archbishop, 
From your report I inferred that Dr. Levi recited the Kaddish and a prayer within 
the precincts of the Catholic cemetery. Aware of the nature of Catholic funerals 
in the East, which are invariably attended with all the symbolic paraphernalia of 
their religious rites, the accuracy of your report would have constituted an unac- 
countable contravention to Dr, Levi's avowed principles. I consequently instituted 
enquiries, and I have it on the authority of an eye-witness, and also on that of the 
report of the proceedings in the Vos (a Jewish organ edited by Dr, Levi, and in 
consequence likely to be accurate), that when the funeral corteye arrived at the 
Jewish cemetery, which from its situation one must pass before reaching that of 
the Catholics, the procession stopped, and the Chief Rabbi, along with the repre- 
sentatives of the Jewish community to the prescribed number, detached themselves 
from it, and, entering the Jewish cemetery, recited the above prayers within its 
preencts, 

So comprehensive an organ as yours cannot always be expected to be immacu 
late in such details, but in this instance the emendation of the report is, I think- 
due to Dr, Levi, as it has given rise to a belief among our Corfu coreligionists in, 
Manchester that he recited the most important portion of our liturg 
stances scarcely in accordance with orthodox principle.

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THE MOORISH SULTAN AND THE JEWS. 


There is, unfortunately, no truth in the statement made in the telegram 
quoted by us last week, announcing the dismissal and imprisonment of the 
Governor of Demnat, for having tortured Jewish inbabitants of his district. 
But apart from this regrettable circumstance, the fullest reparation has been 
made to the Demnat Jews for the sufferings they have endyred. The reply sent 
hy the Sultan of Morocco to the petition of the Jewish delegates from Demnat, 
we are informed, could not have been more cordial or satisfactory. His Majesty 
save an assurance that the vexatious practices to which the Jewish community 


al Demnat had been exposed would not he renewed, and that the (zovernor would 


-eceive orders to treat the Jews in a similar manner to their brethren in the 
other Moorish towns. Phe Cadi (Judge) at Demnat was commanded to watch 
the scrupulous execution of the Sultan's orders, and the Jews were authorised to 
appeal directly to the justice of the Sovereign, in the event of a repetition of the 
Governor's cruelty. In addition, the Sultan has issued, in favour of the com- 
plaiaants a special edict, in which, after setting forth their grievances, his 
Majesty announces that he has suppressed them all without exception, and has 
ordered the Governor to act benevolently towards them, and to put an end to 
injustice and oppression, 1

his van to run over the fallen boy, whowas so severely injured that he died two 
hours afterwards. Even when he saw the extent of jis mischief, the mhumane 
fellow still drove on. He was denounced.to the police by two other Jewish lads, who 
accompanied their youny friend, and was promptly take into custody, 

Dr, Schwabacher, the Rabbiat Odessa. is reported te have reqnested the local 
Sanitary Cominission to direet that only the corpses of Jews who had died from infec- 
tious maladies should be buried in closed coffins, because a general interment in this 
manner was antavonistic to the preseriptions of the Jewish religion, The Sanitary 
Commission declined to aceede to this request. will be remembered that 
within the last three months the Governor-General of Galicia (Austria) with 
the view to the preservation of the public health, ordered the funerals of deceased 
Jews to be carried out in a more decorous manner than had hitherto been the case. 

The local authorities at Dinaburg, by virtue of an old Jaw, have ordered all 
Christian domestic servants to quit the enploymens of their Jewish masters. The 
persons chiefly concerned by this order are obeying it most reluctantly, as they see 
uo immediate prospects of entering into service of Christians, | 


DALSTON SYNAGOGUE.

Strochlinski, for the murder of a Christian girl (Francisca Mnich), under most 
revolting circumstances, which commenced on the 6th inst., was concluded on that 
day. All the prisoners were condemned to death. The details of the trial have not 
yet reached us, The previous judgment of the Court at Reszow, finding the prison- 
ers guilty, had been quashed, as our readers will remember, and a new trial ordered 
before a higher court at Cracow, 


CHOLERA IN ALGERIA,—Several eases of cholera having lately manifested 
themselves in the Jewish quarter at Oran, M, Kanoui, President of the Jewish Con- 
‘istory, took prompt hygienic measures without awaiting any action on the part of 
the Municipality. Accompanied by some persons loaded with disinfectants, he 
visited the streets inhabited by Jews, in order to make himself acquainted with the 
Sanitary or unsanitary condition of their dwellings. In addition, a special com- 
mittee has been appointed to snperintend the carrying out of measures of precaution 
demanded in the interests of the public health.

VIENNA, Oct. 1%. 

The Upper Ilouse of the Hungarian Parliament chose to-day the 20 members 
of the Delegation, and then discussed the Address in reply to the Speech from 
the Throne presented by the Address Committee. 

Of special importance was the declaration of Herr Tisza on the subject of 
the exceptional measures proposed against sectarian and race agitation. In reply 
to the previous speaker, who had said that he agreed with the Address, which, he 
contended, bound the House to oppose exceptional measures in whatever form, 
the Minister read the Address, which says the contrary—namely, that “ To pre- 
serve peace, in the past an important factor in the material and intellectual 
development of the country, and an Indispensable condition .of progress in the 
future, all such measures as the Government of your Majesty may be compelled 
to bring forward will receive the support of the House.” Herr Tisza added that 
the Government would consider it a duty to proceed, in the interests of the 
country, against all disorders und irregularities, with the assistance of the Legis- 
lature, and with the utmost energy, even if it should be accused of anti-Liberal 
tendencies, 


NATAL.—The Durban Hebrew Congregation held their first annual meeting on 
Sunday, September lith, Iss4, at which the balance-sheet was received and new 
officers were elected for the ensuing year, After reading the balance-sheet it was 
found that the financial position of the congregation was not as flourishing as 
it might have been, owing to the large outlay during the year for furniture and 
fittings for the newly acquired synagogue, which have somewhat burdened the 
funds, The following were elected : President, Mr. B. Lipinski (re-elected) ; Trea- 
surer, Mr. dL, Emanuel (formerly (Hon. See.); Hon, Secretary, Mr. D. M. Isaacs, 
Committee : Messrs. E, Emanuel. D. Grainger, 1, Goldberg, and P. Wartski. After 
expressions of thanks to the outgoing executive and usual vote of thanks to the chair, 
the meeting was dissolved, An address elaborately engrossed and illuminated is 
heing sent by the congregation to Sir Moses Montefiore. Mr. Gumpelson, of Bir- 
minghom, has been requested to take charge of its presentation on behalf of the 
Durban Jews, 

NeW Yorw.—The School Comiissioners of New York having insisted upon the 
attendance of Jewish children on the Day of Atonement, meetings have been held to 
protest against the attendance of Jewish children being required on their sacred 
festivals. <A curious featureis the circumstance that two of the most prominent 
Jewish ministers defend thé action of the School Commissioners. Rabbi Adolph 
liuebsch said: * My children goto school on holidays, but find time to attend their 
religious services as well, There are thirteen Hebrew holidays in the year, and it 
would be unwise to keep the children from school on those days. The law does not 
require that we should. 
home on all the saists’ days?) The public schools are so admirably managed that it 
would bea pity tomeddle with them.” Rabbi Kohler thought that the large ma- 
jority of Ile vrews in this city were quite content to have their children attend 
school on holidays. ‘* Personally,” said he, ** L have no fault to find with the School 
Commissioners, and- fam sure that my opinion is that of all respectable Israelites 
in this city.”’ 

RETE,—Baron Hermann yon Maltzan has published in the Rundschaxw notes on 
the Jews at Canea, the chief town of the island of Crete (Candia), which he visited 
come time ago. The traveller speaks in high terms of the important part the Jews 
play in the industry of the place, and of their probity, of which he had several 
proofs.—-Lhe Jewish cemetery at Retymo, which is not enclosed, has lately, in con- 
sequence of its exposed condition, been the scene of several acts of sacrilege and 
desecration, Photiades Pasha, Governor-General of the Island of Crete, who on 
every occasion gives a favourable hearing to the requests made to him by Jews, im- 
mediately on being made acquainted with the occurrence, telegraphed from Canea 
stringent ordes for the severe punishment of the guilty persons. General Edhem 
Pasha, Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial troops in Crete, at the same time sent 
telegraphic instructions to the Colonel commanding at Retymo to send a company 
of soldiers to the Jewish cemetery asa guard, The Italian-and Greek Consuls like- 
wise moved promptly in the matter. by recommending the Chief Rabbi and another 
delegate from Canea to the benevolent attention of their respective agents in 
Retymo, | 

BERTHOLD AUERBACH,—In the Reeve des Dewe Mondes for the present month 
there is published an article by the distinguished writer, M. Valbert (otherwise M. 
Cherbulez, of the Académie Francaise), on the late Berthold Auerbach. At the close 
of his sketch of the lifeand works of the celebrated German novelist M. Cherbuliez, 
referring to Auerbach’s Jewish sentiments, says : “ What greatly affected him and 
roused his anger was the anti-Semitic agitation, with which he was grieved to see 
associated several of his political friends, whom he held in high esteem. Although 
he had renounced the intention of becoming a Rabbi, and although he had more 
respect for Spinoza than Moses, he never broke with the synagogue. We must do 
him this justice in observing that even at the time when, according to the expression 
of Heine, ‘ Judaism was less a religion than a misfortune,’ he deemed it a duty not 
to abandon the cause of his former coreligionists.” M.Cherbuliez has been guilty 
of an error, no doubt involuntary, After stating that Auerbach “ never broke with 
the synagogue,’ the writer qualifies the Jews as his ‘former coreligionists,” As a 


matter of fact, Auerbach died and was buried as a professing Jew. 


CONCERT,—On Thursday evening, the 9th, Mlle. Amelia Goldberg-Brillianti, 
who is about to return to America, gave a concert at the Marlborough Rooms. The 
beneficiaire sang a varied selection of songs with a very cultured style and method. 
So evident is long and conscientious study, after an excellent school, that there is 
little doubt that Mlle, Goldberg-Brillianti will take very high rank as a teacher, if 
she turns from the concert room to impart her own fine style to those who, more 
fortunate than herself, are able to cultivate a sweet-toned and flexible voice. Among 
the other artistes most noteworthy were Miss Kathleen O'Reilly, who is a refined 
pianist, and Mr. 8. Van Praag, who played several violin morceaux with great. bril- 
liancy and much taste.

CONFERENCES OF JEWISH MINISTERS. 
Tue season of Conferences has at length come to an_ end, Among the 
meetings which recur as surely as Autumn is that of the Chureh Congress. 
Why should not the Synagogue adopt a similar expedient for bringing its 
ministers together in council ? 
annual assemblages of specialists are beginning to discern some signs of 
usefulness in the periodical meetings of the Clergy ; and it is hard to believe 
that we Jews would reap no benefit from an adoption of the practice. It is 
not in vogue among Churchmen alone ; Dissenters practically recognize the 
advantage of calling their ministers line ther from time to time for mutual 


guidance and instruction. No one can suppose that when once a minister 


is established in a congregation he needs no such counsel as he may obtain 


from his fellow-labourers elsewhere. A minister must always be learning, 


not only learning the knowledge which books afford, but the best mode of 
dealing with the practical difficulties which are constantly experienced by 
every conscientious pastor, Some at any rate of the questions discussed 
at the Church Congress are topics upon which the intelligent and 
zealous Jewish minister would be glad to be enlightened. He has a 
Congregation to guide, and he would like to have the counsel which 
would help him to discharge as effectively as possible so serious a respon- 
bility, 

There is, for example, the question of modern infidelity, which has its 
interest for Joie in common with religionists in general. How is the 
Jewish minister to deal with it? Shall he altogether ignore the subject in 
the pulpit, for fear lest the mention of scepticism may suggest it? Or if

not, whiat are the principles which ought to direct lis treatment of so diffi- 
cult a topic? What position ought he to take up with regard to the Bible 
and modern criticism? Or, to take another instance of a totally 
different character, how is the perplexed minister to act with regard 
to the difficult problem of charitable relief ? The minister of a country con- 
gregation isespecially interested in the question. It is to him that applicants 
for pecuniary assistance naturally turn first. Shall he freely give his recom- 
mendation to everyone who takes the trouble of asking for it? Or shall he 


constitute himself a Board of Guardians in miniature, and carefully sort out 


the deserving from the worthless cases in the interests both of his benevolent 
congregants and of the poor themselves? Upon such questions as these a 
minister needs information and advice. And it is not as though a question 
once dealt with is disposed of for ever. New light is being constantly 
thrown upon old problems, and the most familiar subj:cts are always 
assuming new phases. Every year the progress of modern research necessi- 
tates the building up of fresh defences about the Bible, and novel devices 


have to be used to evolve harmony from the clash of conflicting doctrine, 


The proper mode of dealing with poverty likewise puts on new aspects, and 
calls for periodical deliberation. The housing of the poor is a topie which 
has lately come to the front, and which possesses importance for the Jewish 
minister, especially if he be, as he frequently i 


3, one of the chief springs of 
congregational activity. 


Is it possible for him to help to improve the 


dwellings of the humbler members of his flock? If so, how shall he set 


about the work ? 


From no one can a minister obtain such useful counsel upon matters 
like these as from other ministers. The difficulties he experiences have been 
encountered by them, and perhaps already overcome. Even if they have not 
been conquered, the way to conquer them may be indicated ‘n the course of dis- 
cussion, The friction of many minds will often produce the spark of inspiration 
Which the solitary unaided intellect has sought for in vain. Nay,every member 


of a clerical council can teach as well as learn, He can throw his experience, 


however limited, into the common stock,and enrich it. he minister of the 
smallest congregation can instruct even the Cuier Raper on some points, 

He can give a faithful aceount of the religious wants of his flock. He can 
describe their attitude towards the question of religious Reform, and the 
provision they have made for religious education, It is knowledge of this 
sort of which our ecclesiastical chiefs stand sorely in need. At present their 
acquaintance with the spiritual condition of congregations outside the Metro- 
polis is not so profound as it might be. An occasional pastoral visit does 
not always. succeed in revealing the whole truth. Something is disereetly 
hidden that might offend the visitor’s eye, and of that which is discerned 
something which could not be noticed without wounding is as discreetly looked 
over. The consequence is that much-needed improvements are never introduced, 


and equally needed legislation is never thought of. The spiritual torpor 


Which clothes some congregations as with a garment is suffered to continue, 
while the desire for moderate innovation which animates others is unheeded 
because itis unknown, The Ecclesiastical Authority, as we have remarked 
on a previous oceasion, has lost touch of the religious feeling and needs of 
distant congregations. What it has lost it would regain were it able to 
consult the ministers of those congregations at periodical conferences, The 
important subject of Religious Education in the Provinces would then receive 
more adequate and more systematic attention than it commands at present. 
A scheme for providing Jewish instruction in every congregation would stand 
the best chance of veing successfully devised when representatives of every 
congregation took part in its discussion and preparation. The present state 
of Religious Education in provincial towns certainly retleets no credit on 
the community. 

At the same time periodical conferences would help to put an end to that 
system of laésse faire in regard to matters of religious practice which has 
hitherto prevailed among us. |The central ecclesiastical authority is too often 
ignorant of the state of popular.opinion on questions of ritual and observance. 
Ihis ignorance is necessarily accompanied by inaction. No change is 
initiated at headquarters, because its necessity is not known. But changes 
are introduced nevertheless, only being carried out in obedience to individual 


caprice, they are far more drastic and less safe than they would have 


been had they been wrought by responsible hands, 


At present, congrega- 
tions are left to do pretty muchas they please. 


If an undesirable innovation 
is adopted by one of them it is by no means certain that the Ecclesiastical 


Authorities will know of it. Even if they do, the rebuke that follows may 


pass unheeded. The Cer Rarpi’s writ does not invariably ran in these 


islands, or the sake of our authorities themselves, means should be 
adopted to ensure that their decisions shall be always respected and that 
their legislation shall be informed by a perception of existing needs. The 
Cuier Raper would do well to take counsel with others besides his assessors 
of the Beth Din.

the centenarian. At Bialystock it wae proposed to antedate the anniversary by cele- 
brating it on Monday last, the Day of Rejoicing of the Law. In such case all per- 
sons called to the Law were to make complimentary offerings which would be employed 
in promoting the colonisation of Palestine. 

A handsome and _ befitting tribute of respect was recently forwarded to Sir 
Moses Montefiore by Russian Jews of the largest towns of the Empire. It 
consists of an a'bum made of parchment, with beautiful carvings in 


maple wood and entirely white in colour as an emblem of hoary old age. The 
carving was executed by the well-known artist, Niernstein of Warsaw. The front 


cover of the album is inlaid with passages from the Bible, having reference to the 
deeds of the Baronet on behalf of his brethren and humanity at large, and with the 
armorial bearings of Sir Moses artistically executed in wood. On the obverse of the 
album there are two lines each of four large letters in wood 7’n"p"n—n'n'4'N being 
the year of Sir Moses’s birth and the present year in alphabetical numerals (545-645). 
Facing theaddresses, of which the album is composed, is a good portrait of the baronet 
having a poem in Hebrew at the foot, which was written by one of the greatest 
Hebrew poets of the age, J. L. Gordon ; then follow addresses written on parchment 
and in some instances artistically decorated, from 25 of the largest congregations in 
Russia and Poland in the name of several hundreds smaller congregations, These 
are followed by rather more than 9,000 signatures by persons of all classes of society 
and representing in all, including the addresses, the wishes of at least a million of 
our coreligionists in Russia and Poland, Their Delegate was Mr, David Gordon, 
Editor of the //amagid, of Lyck, Prussia, who came specially to Ramsgate and 
delivered the album into the hands of Sir Moses, People competent to judge in 
matters of taste, have been heard to say that Sir Moses has never yet received an 


album of such extraordinary beauty as the one sent by the Russian and Polish Jews 


on the occasion of his centenary, as they were also the earliest to show their 
gratitude, |
